The  Brimfield  Men  of  the  Civil  War 


Male  population  of  Brimfield,  aged  18-45,  in  1864:  184 
Served  in  the  war,  1862-1864:  114  (63%  of  the  males  aged  18-45) 

Died  in  the  war:  18  (20%  of  those  who  served) 

Wounded  or  disabled  and  discharged:  about  20%  of  those  who  served 

In  many  respects,  this  was  an  extraordinarily  personal  war  effort.  Not  only  did  a 
very  high  proportion  of  the  young  adult  men  serve  in  the  war,  many  families  had 
multiple  service  members:  brothers,  cousins,  uncles,  nephews.  Brimfield  was  a 
very  small  town,  with  many  family  connections  among  those  who  served.  Sumner 
Parker  was  a selectmen  from  1860  to  1864,  responsible  for  the  raising  of 
companies  joined  by  four  of  his  relatives.  Two  nephews  and  a cousin  died  in  the 
war. 

Also,  the  town  voters  had  to  call  to  arms  its  young  men  and  pay  for  their  service. 
Selectmen  were  responsible  for  meeting  the  quotas,  a face-to-face  responsibility 
for  the  soldiers  they  sent  to  war.  Despite  buy-out  provisions  which  a few  families 
could  afford,  Brimfield  always  met  or  exceeded  the  troop  requirements  asked  of  it. 
When  town  funds  were  insufficient  to  attract  recruits,  as  happened  in  1 864,  citizens 
raised  just  over  $4500  to  supplement  the  offering  of  the  town,  thereby  avoiding  the 
embarrassment  of  not  meeting  the  staggering  quotas  set  by  the  President  of  the 
United  Stated. 

46th  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry 

The  largest  single  call  up  for  volunteers  in  Brimfield  was  in  August  1 862  when  28 
young  men  entered  service  with  the  46  Massachusetts  Infantry,  Company  G, 
enticed  perhaps  by  the  shorter  commitment  required  at  this  point  in  the  war,  being 
only  nine  months,  compared  to  the  three  years  required  earlier.  This  unit  was 
dispatched  to  the  North  Carolina  front  and  engaged  in  expeditions  there  with  little 
loss.  The  regiment  volunteered  for  service  with  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  during 
Lee’s  invasion  of  Pennsylvania. 

Two  Brimfielders  from  this  company  died:  Charles  Alexander  and  Lyman  P. 
Parker  died  at  New  Bern,  North  Carolina. 

27th  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry 

Twenty-three  young  men  answered  the  call  up  in  September  1861  and  entered  the 
27^^  Massachusetts,  Company  I.  This  unit  was  engaged  at  Roanoke  Island  and 
Newbem,  NC  in  1862.  At  Port  Walthall  Junction  and  Arrowfield  Church,  the 
regiment  suffered  losses  and  at  Drury’s  Bluff  17  were  killed  and  259  taken

prisoner.  In  the  four  weeks  ending  June  3,  1864  the  regiment  suffered  488 
casualties,  62  being  officers  and  men  killed  or  mortally  wounded. 

Five  Brimfielders  from  this  company  died:  Silas  Phelps  and  James  Crosby  at 
Millen  Prison;  Henry  Robinson  at  New  Bern,  Marcus  Smith  at  Roanoke  Island, 
and  George  Dimick  at  Andersonville  Prison. 

34th  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry 

In  the  call  for  troops  in  July  1862,  16  Brimfield  men  entered  the  service  with  the 
34^^  Massachusetts,  most  in  Company  G.  This  unit  was  engaged  at  Harpers  Ferry 
and  later  in  1864  at  New  Market,  where  39  officer  and  soldiers  were  killed  or 
mortally  wounded.  It’s  service  was  largely  in  the  Shenandoah,  as  part  of  the  Army 
of  the  Shenandoah. 

Three  Brimfielders  from  this  company  died:  Edgar  Manning  in  battle  at 

Piedmont,  Patrick  Barry  in  battle  at  Skinner’s  Ford,  and  William  Kenney  at 
Alexandria.

“George  W.  Paige  joined  the  7'^  N.Y.  Cavalry,  at  its  organization,  in  the  Fall  of  1861,  was  with  it  in  camp  at 
Alexandria  till  the  spring  of  1862,  when  it  will  be  recollected  Gen.  McClellan  expressed  the  opinion,  or 
uttered  the  dictum  that,  ‘this  was  was  to  be  an  artillery  fight,’  in  consequence  of  which  the  7^^  New  York, 
with  other  cavalry  regiments,  was  disbanded,  and  young  Paige  returned  home  to  stay  a few  days.  His 
friends  endeavored  to  persuade  him  that  he  had  better  no  rejoin  the  army  for  a while,  unless  some 
opportunity  should  open  up  for  him  to  go  in  some  capacity  suited  to  his  talents;  but  he  had  a settled 
conviction  that  duty  called  him  to  go,  even  if  he  went  as  a private,  and  accordingly  he  returned  to 
Washington,  and  was  soon  after  made  storekeeper  in  McDowell’s  division.  A little  later,  he  was  so  worn  out 
by  his  efforts  in  completing  the  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  the  stored  to  his  care,  that  he  was  obliged 
to  fall  back  to  Washington  to  recruit  for  a few  days,  as  he  wrote  to  his  friends,  when  he  was  taken  with  a 
violent  fever,  of  which  he  died  on  the  24'^  of  July,  1862.  To  you,  who  knew  him  well,  it  would  be  folly  for  me 
to  speak  at  length  of  his  character;  but  I can  hardly  forbear  saying  that  few  young  men  gave  as  fair  promise 
as  did  George  W.  Paige.’’  [L]

Re:  Silas  F.  HERRING 


Springfield  Republican  January  14,  1863 

Among  the  killed  at  Murfreesboro  was  Silas  F.  Herring,  son 
of  the  iron  safe  manufacturer  in  New  York,  and  resident  now  in 
Brimfield.  He  was  in  business  in  Philadelphia,  where  he  enlisted 
in  the  Anderson  cavalry. 


Palmer  Journal  January  17,  1863 

Silas  F.  Herring,  son  of  S.C.  Herring,  the  great  safe 
manufacturer,  of  Brimfield,  was  killed  in  the  battle  of 
Murfreesboro.  Previous  to  entering  the  army,  he  was  engaged  in 
business  at  Philadelphia.  He  was  a sergeant  in  the  Anderson 
Cavalry,  which  has  acquired  an  unenviable  notoriety  by  a revolt 
and  mutiny  on  the  eve  of  battle,  based  on  frivolous  complaints, 
evidently  designed  only  to  cover  the  cowardice  and  disloyalty  of 
the  men  engaged  in  it.  Sergeant  Herring  was  one  of  the  few 
officers  who  did  everything  in  their  power  to  check  the  progress 
of  the  revolt,  and  who  succeeded  in  rescuing  about  300  of  the 
whole  body  from  the  infamy  which  rests  upon  the  residue.  He 
belonged  to  Co.  L and  was  the  first  to  announce  that  he  should 
obey  orders,  and  go  into  the  fight,  if  he  went  alone.  With  his 
associated  officers,  he  induced  his  entire  company  to  follow  his 
example.  It  was  the  only  whole  company  of  that  regiment  to  fight. 
He  was  the  only  one  of  the  company  killed.  He  was  29  years  old 
and  had  already  rendered  faithful  service  in  this  war  for  the 
salvation  of  the  country.  His  father  went  on  to  Murfreesboro  to 
take  charge  of  the  body. 


Palmer  Journal  February  21,  1863 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  citizens  of  Nashville  to  erect  a 
monument  to  Silas  C.  Herring  of  Brimfield,  who  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Murfreesboro.  It  will  be  remembered  that,  when  the 
Anderson  Troop  (cavalry)  refused  to  fight,  on  account  of  private 
grievances,  he  announced  his  intention  of  going  alone  to 
represent  the  regiment,  which  so  roused  his  company  that  they  all 
resolved  to  accompany  him,  thus  saving  the  entire  regiment  from 
disgrace .
